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OUR PROSPECTS. 


We have the pleasure to acknowledge the reception of several flatter- 
ing letters from the Cashiers of different Banking Institutions in Boston, 
Philadelphia and other cities. From these we derive the strongest assu- 
rances not only that our proposed plan for the Bankers’ Weekly Circular 
is duly appreciated, but that we shall derive very liberal support from the 
Banks generally. It is full time for the publication of a journal to em- 
brace the several objects specified in our Prospectus—one that can be 
looked to by monied institutions as furnishing carefully arranged and well 
digested statistics of money matters at home and abroad ; with eecasiona! 
articles upon foreign and domestic Banks, Insurance Companies, and the 
changes in the money market. 

Among the subjects in hand, but which have been crowded out by the 
contents already given, are, a view of the course of exchange between 


New York and the other cities for the last twenty years : an account of 
the “ Provident Fund for Bankers’ Clerks,” engraved views with copious 
descriptions of the Thames Tunnel. The Exchange at St. Petersburg ; ‘The 
Custom House at Boston ; aii account of the proposed « Deposit Assu- 
rance Company,” the origin of the National Debt of England ; &c. 

Our readers will observe that our list of Banks is more full than in 
our previous numbers. The details respecting the Banks of North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina and Georgia, are from official sources. We have 
yet to receive similar returns from Alabama, Tennessee, Kentucky, Ohio, 
Missouri, and New Orleans: together with corrections from the interior 
of the State of New York. When these shall have been received, the 
Banks in each State will be numbered and the aggregate capital will be 
fully shown. 

A considerable space in our paper will be appropriated to the publica- 
tion of the official statements of the leadmg Banks throughout the coun- 
try : especially of those whose returns have not been hitherto made 
known through the New York press. 


To Merchants the Bankers’ Weekly Circular will prove a valuable ad- 
dition to their present stock of papers. We have already issued a con- 
densed table of the British Tariff, a document which should be found in 
the counting-room of every merchant in the United States, This tariff 
has undergone great alterations within the present year, presenting a 
largely increased number of free articles. It is to these reduced articles 
that the falling off in the Revenue of Great Britain from customs is at- 
tributed. For the quarter ending in October, a decrease is observed in 
the customs of the United Kingdom, of £1,154,492 when compared with 
the corresponding quarter of 1844. From authorised statements in the 
Liverpool papers, we learn that the gross receipts at the Custom House at 
that port alone for the third quarter of the present year is £897,998, and 
for the third quarter of 1844 £1,324,906, showing a decrease of £426, 
908. When we take into view that the Custom House receipts at Liver- 
pool are, according to the average of late years, one fifth of the customs 
revenue of the entire kingdom, the important changes in the Tariff will 
be evident. In one item alone, Cotton, a loss of duties occurs of £640, 
000 per annum ; nearly al! which has been hitherto collected at Liverpool ; 
and the reduction of Sugar duties, estimated at £1,700,000 for the year, 
falls also upon the receipts at the same port. 


COTTON MANUFACTURE IN RUSSIA. 
Extract from a letter from A. P. Gibson, Esq. U. S. Consul at St. Peters- 
burg, dated Aug. 30, 1845. 
«The quantity of cotton a this year direct from the United 
States is 6,992,818 pounds ; whereas the highest import heretofore was 
3,150,680 pounds, in 1843. If this government should not change their 


present policy in respect to their encouragement of manufacturing estab- 
lishments, Russia will become a great consumer of raw cotton: for the 
number of spinning establishments is constantly on the increase.”

MONEY MARKET.—Nov. 11, 1845. 

Want of room in our last number precluded some remarks upon the 
probable effects in this country of the speculation in radway shares, 
which is now in progress abroad. 

Without any regard to the real value of the investments,—and, indeed, 
in many cases when there is never any road to be constructed,—there 
seems no limit to the number of lines projected, nor to the prices to 
which the scrip shall rise. In the «‘ Times,” of October 11th, we find a 
memorandum of the «‘ Schemes” for 1846, as follows:

This enormous amount is, it may be said, deposited in bank to be 
reloaned, and another deposit made of the same money; so that a con- 
siderable portion is merely nominal. Still, hundreds of millions of 
dollars, turned into a merely speculative channel, must be injurious to 
the best interests of Great Britain. When the turn of the tide comes, 
and prices fall more rapidly than they have risen, whorcan tell how wide- 
spread will be the ruin, or who, in a perhaps indirect manner, may not 
be called to suffer for the madness of the specalation in railway shares? 
With the failure of a few, loss of confidence ensues ; this in its turn em- 
barrasses more ; and the Joss of confidence produces a stringency in the mo- 
ney market, which is no sooner known in England and France, than it is 
felt here. We apprehend that before the present season shall have closed, 
the prophecies of distress here, in consequence of this and concurring 
causes, will become history to the full extent by the result. 

We also see by the tone of the English papers, as well as by that of 
the official press on this side of the Atlantic, that our relations with 
Englend may not continue as peaceful as now. Should these fears 
prove well-founded, we shal! hardly have a money market of which to 
write. 

In addition to the above, which may by some be regarded as theory 
merely, we observe in the foreign items that in Hamburg money is 
quoted at 64 a 7 per cent; the Bank of England has raised its minimum 
rate of discount to three per cent, ; and the specie in the Bank has been 
reduced, since the last arrival, the enormous amount of £580,000 ster- 
ling. These are facts; and while their influence on us may not be imme- 
diate, it is certain. 

On the other hand, we see a continued surplus of money here in our 
banks and among the bill brokers. Six per cent. is freely given, and 
freely taken. Though the exports from this port during the month of 
September last were $694,544 less than in the corresponding period of 
1844; yet in October 1845 they were $1,047,608 greater than in October 
1844, We also consider that exchange on England may be fairly quoted 


as having receded on the packet day of the Great Westerns which sailed 


on the 6th instant, to 108 3-4a 109. Good bills, to any reasonable 
wmount, could have been purchased at the former rate. Exchange, which, 
in the ordinary course of regular trade, seldom fluctuates rapidly, must 
»xperience a considerable rise—to 110 1-4 a 110 .1-2—before our banks 
van be called on for specie for shipments ; and while the foreign exchange 
market continues so much iti oar favor, no real or permanent difficulty 
can be experienced for want of money, or from its high rate of interest 
here. As the amount of our exports, compared with the rate of 
exchange, during the autumnal months of 1843-4 and 5, may be of real 
importance in enabling us to judge of the prospect before us, we annex — 
a table, shewing the aggregate value of the exports from the pott of 
New York, for the months of August, September, and October during 
those years, together with the average rates of English exchange during 
the same months :

So that, considering on the one hand the increase in exports being 
$3,249,730 over the same quarter of 1843, and $1,180,610 over 1844, 
and on the other, the decrease in the rate of sterling exchange, we can 
find much to brighten our prospects in monetary affairs, though there is 
so much that is gloomy.
